Sagaponack’s 11962 Dips to Third in List 
of Most Expensive Zip Codes in the U.S.

Despite the Hamptons real estate 
market having a banner year with 
soaring home prices, Sagaponack 
dipped this year on the annual list of 
the most expensive zip codes in the 
country. A small defeat as the 11962 zip 
code went down just one rung to the 
number three slot on Property Shark’s 
2021 edition of the 100 most expen- 
sive zip codes in the country, but a step 
down nonetheless. While Sagaponack 
was unseated as the runner-up nation- 
ally in Property’s Shark’s 2021 list of 
most expensive median zip codes, it is 
still number one in the Hamptons. 

Besting Sagaponack was Atherton, 
California, which has held the top spot 
for five consecutive years. The 94027 
zip reached a new record median sale 
price at $7,475,000, a 7% rise year- 
over-year. Atherton comes in almost 
$2 million ahead of this year’s runner- 
up. 

This year, Boston’s 02199 eked 
Sagaponack out of the number two 
spot it held for the previous three 
years. In 2020, the Prudential Center 
area of Back Bay was missing from the 
list entirely “due to depressed sales ac- 
tivity during the onset of the pandem- 
ie,” according to Property Shark, even 
though it usually had one of the high- 
est median sale prices in the country. 


This year, it bounced back with a $5.5 
million median sale price, its highest 
evere! 3 

It led to the small step down for 
Sagaponack’s 11962, despite a 29% 
increase in its year-over-year median 
sale price from $3.875 million to $5 
million. 

Property Shark compiles the list by 
calculating median home sale prices, 
not listing prices, “to ensure an accu- 
rate picture of market conditions as 
opposed to selling prices that reflect 
sellers’ wishes,” the company says in a 
statement. 

Behind Sagaponack was Ross, Cali- 
fornia’s 94957 with a $4,583,000 me- 
dian sale price, resulting from a 27% 
increase. Miami Beach’s 33109 on ex- 
clusive Fisher Island was the number 
five most expensive zip code with a 
$4,475,000 median sale price, after a 
huge 66% bump. 

While Sagaponack was the only New 
York State zip code in the top 10, the 
Hamptons overall had a good show- 
ing with six more South Fork hamlets 
making an appearance on the list. No 
North Fork hamlets made the list. 

Two more Southampton Town ham- 
lets followed Sagaponack. Water Mill’s 
11976 came in 13th on the list, a big 
step up from the 29th slot in 2020. 
The median sale price increased from 
$2.47 million to $3.745 million this 


year. 

Bridgehampton’s 11932, which held 
the seventh spot in 2020, also fell this 
year to the gist spot. Unlike in Sagapo- 
nack, the median sale price fell from 
$3.325 million in 2020 to $2.963 mil- 


‘lion in 2021. Last year, Bridgehamp-. 


ton had seen a 30% increase. Perhaps 
some transactions, like the $31 million 
sale of Joe Farrell’s Sandcastle had 
not hit the books yet when the list was 
compiled. 


The 11975 zip, which is the East. 


Hampton Town hamlet of Wainscott, 
also fell, from number 17 to number 
34. The median sale price only fell 
slightly from $2.8 million in 2020 to 
$2.75 million in 2021. 

In the 37th spot was 11930 in 
Amagansett, also in the Town of East 
Hampton, a bit of a dip from the 32nd 
finish it had last year. However, the 
median sale price still rose — from 
$2.35 million in 2020 to $2.645 mil- 
lion this year. 

Right behind Amagansett is 11959 
in Quogue, the only zip code west of 
the canal to make the list, at 38th with 
a median sale price of $2.593 million. 
Last year, Quogue held the 39th spot 
thanks to a $2.1 million median sale 
price. 

New to the list this year was the 
11963 zip code, which encompasses 
the greater Sag Harbor area. It hadn’t

made the 2020 list but finished in the 
69th spot with a $1.9 million median 
sale price. ; 

Meanwhile, Property Shark says 
New York City “lost further pricing 
ground, failing to rank a single zip 
among even the top 20.” The New 
York metro had 22 zip codes on the 
list. Only six were in New York City, 
while others were in Nassau County, 
Westchester, Connecticut’s Fairfield 
County and New Jersey’s Bergen and 
Monmouth counties. 

Across the country, Arizona’s Para- 
dise Valley — where Gurney’s Resorts, 
a hotel brand that started in Montauk, 
recently purchased a high-end resort 
— claimed the number 50 spot, af- 
ter a 41% year-over-year price jump. 
The median sale price in the 85253 
zip increased to $2.175 million. The 
Maricopa County zip code, the most 
expensive in Arizona for many years, 
only broke into the country’s most ex- 
pensive list in 2019. 

But, it is the Golden State that yet 


- again has the majority of the priciest 


zip codes — 70% of the zips on the list 
are in California to be exact, including 
six in the top 10. New York State was 
the runner-up with 17, which is three 
less than 2020. This shows, accord- 
ing to Property Shark, “California’s 
more vertical price trends, as well as 
the pricing slowdown in NYC’s top 
markets.” 

Elsewhere on Long Island, the 
North Shore’s 11568 in Old Westbury 
climbed up to 62nd spot with a $1.95 
million median sale price. — 

“The U.S. residential market’s verti- 
cal price trends were evident among 
the country’s top zip codes as well, 
with 92 zips registering price gains — 
including 23 where the median surged 
by more than 25%,” the report says. 
“Conversely, only 12 locations among 
the priciest registered drops in their 
medians this year — by comparison, 
2020 brought median increases to 78 
zips and drops to 23 locations.” 

A record of 30 zip codes clocked in 
with a median sale price of $3 million 
and above, which is more than double 
those in 2020. 

The sharpest price increase was 
in Maryland’s 21056, better known 
as Gibson Island, where median sale 
prices nearly doubled, rising to 97% 
year-to-year to $3,195,000. 

Meanwhile, the sharpest price con- 
traction was over on Manhattan’s Up- 
per West Side, where the 10069 zip fell 
to 39% year over year at $1,663,000. 
The zip dropped from 22nd in 2020 to 
93rd in 2021. 
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Driver Pleads 
Guilty to Fatal 
Amagansett Hit- 
and-run

A West Babylon man has admitted to caus- 
ing the hit-and-run death. of a 36-year-old 
woman walking with her kids in her home- 
town of Amagansett earlier this year. 

Mark A. Corrado Jr. pleaded guilty in Suf- 
folk County court on November 10 to leaving 
the scene of an incident resulting in death, a 
class D felony. 

East Hampton Town Police have said Cor- 
rado was driving his 1997 Dodge RAM 1500 
_ pickup truck eastbound on Montauk Highway 
when he struck Yuris Murillo Cruz, who was 
pushing her kids, ages 1 and 4, in a stroller 
on the shoulder of the road near the corner of 
Bunker Hill Road at 11:42 a.m. on January 13. 

“Corrado did not stop and continued east 
before abandoning the vehicle in a wooded 
area on Gilberts Path in Amagansett and flee- 
ing the area,” police said in a news release. 

Police located the vehicle during a search of 


the area. Corrado surrendered to East Hamp- . 


ton Town Police detectives at the Suffolk 
County Police First Precinct in West Babylon 
later the same day. He then confessed to po- 
lice, but initially pleaded not guilty. 

He was already facing a charge of leaving 
the scene of an incident without reporting re- 
sulting in property damage two months prior 
to his arrest. Details on that case were not 
immediately available. 

Supreme Court Justice John Collins prom- 
ised him a sentence of one and one-third 
to four years in prison pursuant to the plea 
agreement, prosecutors said. He is scheduled 
to be sentenced on November 29.

SASF Creates Humane Education Program 


for Local Schools

Southampton Animal Shelter Foundation (SASF) 
has announced the launch of HUMANe HUMANs, 
a humane education program aimed at teaching pre- 
K through fifth grade students about the humane 
treatment of animals. They are currently offering a 
pilot version of the program to local teachers and ad- 
ministrators for second and fifth grade students, to 
promote kindness and compassion for animals and 
provide information about the role that SASF and 
shelters like it play in the community. 


Created by New York State certified teachers and 


shelter staff, the HUMANe HUMANS lessons are 
designed to meet SEL (Social and Emotional Learn- 
ing) standards, DASA (Dignity for All Students Act), 
Common Core and other state and federal mandates, 
and to align with current classroom study with no 
interruption to teacher outcomes. Educators can se- 
lect from a series of mini-lessons, or warm-ups, and 
full lessons that offer opportunities in ELA, science, 
social studies, math, and STEAM. Each grade level 
will also produce a culminating project as part of the 


program. 

To implement this, SASF is sending schools a full 
packet of lessons, as well as a resource guide with a 
list of recommended reading for classroom teachers 
and librarians. Participating educators are encour- 
aged to bring students on a field trip to the shelter 
as part of their humane education, but it is not a 
requirement. 

SASF offers four virtual classroom videos on their 
website, southamptonanimalshelter.com, to get 
kids started on their humane education. The vid- 
eos — including “All About Animal Shelters,” “Wild 
vs. Companion Animals,” “Fostering a Shelter Pet” 
and “Build a Feral Cat Shelter” — will give anyone 
interested in this program a picture of what might 
be offered in the classroom. 

If the HUMANe HUMANs pilot program is suc- 
cessful with second and fifth graders, SASF hopes to 
share plans for students in pre-K and kindergarten, 
as well as first, third and fourth grades. The end goal 
is to teach young people empathy and compassion, 
especially when it comes to animals, both wild and 
domestic. 


Riverhead Puppy Mill Law Sparks Lawsuits

A pair of dog breeders have filed separate lawsuits 
against the Town of Riverhead, claiming that its new 
law cracking down on puppy mills is overly restrictive 
and will put them out of business. 

The plaintiffs are Sportsman’s Kennels in Manor- 
ville and Puppy Experience in Aquebogue, which each 
filed suits a week apart over the law that Riverhead 
passed last month banning the sale of commercially 
bred dogs, cats and rabbits. 

The law, which takes effect in January, would “pro- 
mote animal welfare and encourage best practices in 


the breeding and purchasing of dogs, cats and rabbits 
offered for retail sale in the Town of Riverhead,” the 
legislation states. Pets could only be adopted from 
animal shelters or nonprofit rescues under the law. 

A puppy mill is defined as a “an inhumane high- 
volume dog breeding facility that churns out puppies 
for profit, ignoring the needs of the pups and their 
mothers,” according to the Humane Society of the 
United States. 

Both suits allege the town law violates. New York 
State law regulating the commercial dog breeding in- 
dustry. In the first case, a judge issued an order tem- 
porarily blocking the law from taking effect. 
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Barney the Bull May Be Still Out There

oy of the more interest- 
ing stories on the East 
End this summer involved 
a bull on the loose. It hap- 
pened in July in Manorville. 
The bull was being transferred 
from a pasture to a waiting truck 
when he decided to move sideways, 
which pushed open a railing result- 
ing in his making a great escape. 

The farmers stared in wonder as 
the bull rushed away down a resi- 
dential street, turned left into an 
empty lot and disappeared into the 
woods beyond. 

Of course, the police were im- 
mediately called. They came, made 
a report and then issued an alert. 
Everybody in four adjacent villages 
was told to stay in their homes. This 
bull could be dangerous. Stay in 
your homes until he gets caught. 

During the next hour or two, nu- 
merous sightings were made of the 
bull, and from the safety of being 
indoors, photographs and videos 
were taken and posted online. He 
was on Montgomery Street. He was 
crossing Dean Street heading for the 
highway. Now he was gone again. He 
was a big bull. Shut down the Sun- 
rise. (And they did!) 

The next morning, the bull was 
still not caught. And he was not even 
spotted. Where was he? By the end of 
that day and the next, people feeling 
brave ventured out, followed even- 
tually by the less brave and finally 
the timid who did the math and re- 
alized the chances were one in a very 
large number that this yellow-eyed 
bull would get them, No “all clear” 
was ever sounded. Soon, it was just 
forgotten. 

Except of course, on Twitter. Why 
hadn't they thrown a grappling net 
over the beast when they had him? 
Because grappling nets went out of 
fashion when laser guns came into 
general use. Why hadn’t they lasered 
him? Because it would take a forest 
full of laser darts to bring him down, 
and the environmentalists said that 


would be very cruel. And it 
still might not work. 

As June turned into 
July, more photos got 
taken of the bull. He was 
in the Pine Barrens, that 

10-by-20-mile stretch of 
woods that cover much of 

our underground water sup- 
ply. Barney was in there nibbling the 
grass. He had been named Barney 
on social media. 

During this time, the truth was 
learned about why this bull ‘was 
being transferred from pasture to 
truck. It was for a Muslim holiday. 
On this particular holiday, a fire is 
built in a clearing and a live bull 
is brought in and roasted as an of- 
fering. Half of the meat goes to the 
community. The other half goes to 
the poor. Hymns are sung. It was 
on this particular farm in Manor- 
ville that bulls and other creatures 
are raised and sold to this religious 
community. They just didn’t do a 
very good job in getting Barney into 
this truck. 

On September 22, Barney was 
captured. Mike Stura — the found- 
er of Skylands Animal Sanctuary 
And Rescue in Wantage, NJ — put 
a bucket of feed in the Pine Bar- 
rens and surrounded it with a metal 
fence contraption that swung open 
when pushed with the nose of a bull, 
then swung closed behind. And so, 
just before midnight, there was Bar- 
ney, caught. He was happy enough to 
allow himself to be led by rope into 
a waiting truck which took him, not 
to a religious ceremony, but to Sky- 
lands, where he could live his life 
peacefully for the rest of his days. 

It did remind me of a similar story 
from years ago involving a chicken. I 
learned about it from Tate King, (the 
Tate who had the cookie named af- 
ter him by his 11-year-old daughter 
Kathleen King who baked and sold 
cookies from a farm stand in front 
of the family’s North Sea farm. Years 
later, she sold her cookie company 
for $500 million. But that’s another 
story.) 


STARING INTO THE EYE OF.AN ANGRY BULL 


Anyway, I visited North Sea Farm 
and spoke to Tate. He had this spe- 
cial chicken and here’s what he told 
me: 

You know the TV show Survivor? 
Well, the contestants aren’t supposed 
to tell anyone about an episode until 
it’s edited and shown, but there was 
this woman, who was voted off, who 
filed a complaint about what was go- 
ing on at this remote Pacific island. 

It seems that in her final episode, 
a pig was brought to the island and 
let loose and the contestants had to 
catch it, kill it, dress it and cook it, 
which they did, using only the tools 
at hand, whatever they were. It was 
horrible. 

The big fuss made about this went 
viral on social media and the big 
shots took it on the chin and then 
met and said they were glad that was 
over. Everyone would calm down. 

But no. On an airplane, flying 
from Los Angeles to the island at 
that very moment, there was a live 
chicken which they had intended to 
let loose, to suffer the same fate. 

Turn the plane around and bring 
that chicken back, someone said. See 
to it that it gets a good home. And 
another executive said, “Well, my 
son knows this farmer in North Sea

who could do that.” And so, out of 
the blue, said Tate, somebody called 
me and the next thing I know this 


black limousine pulls up and they 


show me this beautiful chicken in a 
cage and tell me to take care of this 
chicken, pamper him and see to it he 
gets a good life. 

“Want to see him?” Tate asked me. 

I said sure, so he took me to an iso- 
lated pen with one chicken in it who 
looked nice and: healthy. Tate said 
that chickens get a lot of diseases 
and die young, but they gave him 
this money and he was going to do 
what they asked him to do. 

What is it with people? We’ve got 
hawks, eagles and osprey that swoop 
around looking for small animals on 
the ground they can grab with their 
claws and eat. It’s nature’s way. 

But if it were up to us, every crea- 
ture we traumatize we name and 
treasure forever. I don’t get it. 

By the way, it’s just been an- 
nounced that the bull they caught 
was a steer. Nobody had got around 
to look under the animal until now, 
apparently. 

But wait a minute. Maybe Barney 
the Bull is still on the loose and they 
caught the wrong animal.

Triple Twisters: 
3 East End 
Tornadoes 
Confirmed 
in Same Day

Three tornadoes hit the East End on November 
13 during a freak storm that whipped up an un- 
precedented six twisters across Long Island in the 
same day, the National Weather Service confirmed. 

Of the Twin Forks area tornadoes, one blew 
from Hampton Bays to North Sea, another tore 
up neighborhoods from Remsenburg on its way to 
Westhampton, and the strongest of the six across 
the Island traveled from Shirley to Manorville. The 
Manorville twister clocked in as an EF1 on the En- 
hanced Fujita Scale that ranks tornado strength, 
with 110 mph winds, while the other two were EFo, 
with estimated 85 mph winds — same as the other 
three that hit up-island. 

“It was unprecedented for the region to see that 
many tornadoes,’ said Dominic Ramunni, an 
Upton-based NWS meteorologist, noting that the 
NWS’s weather record for LI began in 1950. Suf- 
folk County Executive Steve Bellone declared a 
state of emergency to help expedite funding for the 
cleanup efforts. 

The prior record is three tornadoes in one day, 
which occurred in 1998. The event marks the first 
tornado to touch down on the island since one hit 
Manorville on Labor Day in 2019. A year prior to 
that, the island saw two tornadoes a month apart 
on Fishers Island and in Ronkonkoma, and a small 
tornado also hit Mattituck in 2016. 

The other three up-island tornadoes were re- 
ported from Woodmere to Levittown, East Islip 
to Oakdale, and in North Bellport. Three more oc- 
curred in Connecticut during the same storm. 

While the tornadoes made for some scary sto- 
ries — areas not hit by tornadoes also often ex- 
perienced strong straight-line winds, torrential 
downpours and in some places, hail — there were 
no reported injuries or fatalities, although PSEG 
Long Island reported about 30,000 of its 1.1 mil- 
lion customers lost power. And they were relatively 
weak compared to stronger tornadoes that hit 
Middle America, where EF5 tornadoes with winds 
of more than 200 mph level homes. 


MANORVILLE MONSTER 

The Manorville twister, which ran a length of 
3 ¥2 miles, first touched down at 3:42 p.m. near 
Francine Place and Mastic Boulevard in Shirley, 
where it downed trees and damaged homes, start-

ing out at about 25 yards wide, NWS reported. 

“The tornado then hooked northeast over the 
Lidl supermarket ... flipping over a 5-ton air han- 
dler unit on the roof, before tearing off the parapet 
and collapsing the covered walkway of the Chipo- 
tle Mexican grill on the northeast corner of the 
shopping center,’ NWS stated in its preliminary 
assessment. “Public video showed the apparent 
tornadic circulation lifting northeast across the in- 
tersection of William Floyd Parkway and Montauk 
Highway towards the Applebee’s shopping center, 
with debris being thrown in one direction, then 
another.” 

The tornado may have lifted briefly before it 
then touched down again, ripped the roof off a 
two-story multifamily residence, and tossed the 
roof 150 yards into a neighboring backyard, with 


one section of this roof impaled into the side of the 
neighboring house “and made such a strong impact 
that it skewed the vertical structure of that house,” 
NWS reported. 

“The tornado strength likely peaked at this 
point,” the agency’s report stated, adding that the 
tornado then crossed Sunrise Highway, “skipping 
its way northeast for the next 4 1/2 miles.” 

It passed through Brookhaven Calabro Airport, 
flipping over or shifting a few small single engine 
planes, according to the agency. It then traveled 
through residential neighborhoods, causing dam- 
age consistent with an EFo tornado with 85 mph 
winds, before it lifted in Manorville eight minutes 
after it started. 

“Numerous tree tops were sheared and tree 
trunks snapped with minor roof, siding and fenc- 
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ing damage observed for numerous houses along 
this path,” NWS reported. “A large camper ... on 
Tupelo Drive was rolled onto its side.” 


“WESTHAMPTON WALLOPED 

The tornado that traveled from Remsenburg to 
Westhampton started at 3:53 p.m., minutes after 
the Manorville twister, and traveled 3.5 miles in 
seven minutes, NWS reported. 

Believed to be a narrow tornado 35 yards wide, it 
touched down at the corner of Ring Neck Road and 
South Country Road, then continued northeast, up 
to Montauk Highway, uprooting several large trees 
and damaging utility wires and causing minor 
damage to the exterior of several homes along the 
way, NWS reported. 

“The most extensive structural damage oc- 
curred at the end of the visible tornadic path at the 
(county) Department of Public Works salt barn on 
south perimeter road on the south side of West- 
hampton Gabreski Airport,” the NWS assessment 
stated. “The north-facing reinforced cinder wall of 


the salt barn was blown out. Indications are the ~ 


roof may have briefly lifted as south to southwest 
winds with the tornadic circulation blasted into 
the south-facing opening, culminating in the north

wall being blown out.” 

Even first responders accustomed to dealing 
with the impact of significant coastal storms and 
hurricanes were taken by surprise. 

“Tt came and went in a flash,” said Mauro DiBene- 
detto, the first assistant chief of the Westhampton 
Beach Fire Department. “The same things that 

~ happen during a hurricane happened. We're expe- 
rienced with wires down ... but not in an instant.” 

Bellone, after touring the barn that stores road 
salt that snow plows use to clear East End roads af- 
ter winter storms, noted that the region was caught 
by surprise. 

“There was not a significant amount of warning 
at all for this storm,” Bellone said. “The first warn- 
ing was issued just a short time before the first tor- 
nado touched down here.” 


HAMPTON BAYS HIT 
- The tornado that started in Hampton Bays and 
ended in North Sea was the sixth on LI and the 
third on the East End to be confirmed by the NWS. 

The agency confirmed its occurrence on Tuesday 
night, but details of the damage it caused or evi- 
dence that investigators used to verify it were not 
available as of press time.

innesota native Steven J. Levin 

was trained in the ways of the 
Boston School Impressionists at Ate- 
lier LeSueur, and with a strong foun- 
dation in this time-honored tradition 
he has developed a realistic style 
uniquely his own. His works have been 
exhibited across the United States and 
Europe, and he is represented by sev- 
eral galleries including Grenning Gal- 
lery in Sag Harbor. Here, he discusses 
this week’s cover art, how he devel- 
oped his style and more. 


What inspired this week’s cov- 
er art, “Houndstooth Hat?” 

I've done a whole series of Hats 
paintings, going back many years. 
This houndstooth hat is the most in- 
teresting looking one I have and by far 
the most challenging to paint. Most 
of my other paintings depict quite a 
number of hats grouped together in 
creative ways. With this painting I just 
wanted to highlight this one hat with 
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an arrangement that would showcase 
it’s graphic quality. 


How was this piece created? 
Walk us through your process. 

I set up the hats in my studio under 
natural light, playing around with the 
design until I was satisfied with the ar- 
rangement. I then painted them from 
life directly onto the final canvas. The 
background sky was invented with the 
aid of a few photos for inspiration. 


What makes this artwork such 
an ideal fit for a Dan’s Papers 
cover? 

The aforementioned graphic quality 
of this design make it a great fit for this 
venue, plus it’s just an eye catching im- 
age I think. 


How would you describe your art 
style, and how did you develop it? 

I describe myself as a realist, or 
sometimes a classical realist. My style 
evolved over many years of working. I

began painting with a more impres- 
Sionist palette but then gradually 
changed over to a darker, tonal style as 
my tastes and inspiration changed. 


What artistic accomplishment 
are you most proud of? 

Some years ago I was commissioned 
to paint the portraits of Lord and Lady 
Brockett on the Isle of Man. I stayed 
with them in their home for 6 weeks 
to complete the paintings. He was a 
delightful person as was his wife and I 
enjoyed the experience tremendously. 


What do you find most reward- 
ing about being an artist? 

There's nothing like taking the kernel 
of an idea in your mind and nurturing 
it through the whole creative process to 
the finished work. When the finished 
product matches very nearly your initial 
vision of it, that is quite satisfying. 


Where can your work be seen 
in the coming weeks, both on- 
line and up close? 

My work is featured at Grenning 


Gallery in Sag Harbor, I’m also at Cav- 
alier Gallery in New York, and Tree’s 
Place Gallery in Orleans on Cape Cod. 
You can see my work @steven.jlevin 
on Instagram and on my website. 


Would you like to share any 
closing thoughts? 

Yes, one of the great things about 
being an artist is that you have an 
artistic response to almost every- 
thing you see, and a good deal of 
what you think. I’d need about seven 
lifetimes to paint all the things I 
want to paint. Sometimes the chal- 
lenge is in the choosing. And what- 
ever you do choose, the nature of art 
is that it speaks on a different level 
than words, so people naturally have 
different responses to a work. It’s 
often very gratifying to hear what 
others see in my paintings or what 
thoughts or memories they brings to 
mind,

Kristallnacht in The Hampton 
Synagogue. 

Under the brilliant and charis- 
matic leadership of Rabbi Marc 
Schneier, the congregation heard 
from world leaders David Gill, the 
Consul General of Germany in 
New York City, and Dani Dayan, 
former Consul General of Israel 
and now chairman of Jersualem’s 
Yad Vashem. 

They each spoke boldly about 
the cursed night in 1938 in Austria 
and Germany when Nazis came 
through Jewish towns and smashed 
thousands of their windows, 
destroyed their businesses, syna-

gogues and homes and sent thou- 
sands of people ‘to concentration 
camps. It was the beginning of what 
was one of the deadliest, ugliest 
times in our world’s history: the 
Holocaust. 

Both men spoke compellingly to 
the congregation about the need 
to never forget the acts of cruel- 
ty committed to each of the 6 mil- 
lion young and old murdered dur- 
ing the Holocaust. 

I was so moved by how their 


words created an image of a little - 


girl being squeezed into her syna- 
gogue with all her family and com- 
munity and then burnt to death 
by the Nazis in their holy place of 
prayer. It was heartbreaking to hear. 

I agreed wholeheartedly when 
the speakers reminded us that each 
of those 6 million people lost were 
people whose life stories must be 
told! 

I thought about having our news- 
papers run a series of stories about 
those lost. We must be remember-

ing on many levels. By telling their 
stories, their lives will live on as we 
work to ensure that a similar trage- 
dy will never happen again. 

The members of the congrega- 
tion gave a standing ovation to 
Dayan as his voice rang out, urg- 


ing us all to never forget the lives 
lost as a result of the Holocaust. 
Both foreign leaders empha- 
sized the importance of attacking 
anti-Semitism whenever and wher- 
ever it occurs, without condition! 
Dayan reminded us that in the 


1930s, 
didn't 
stand or believe 


people 
under- 


anti-Semitism 
‘could go to 
such monstrous 
dimensions. But 
today, we know 
just how bad 
things can get. 
And as Dayan 
said, “We must 
fight against 
' trivialization of 
the Holocaust” 
and never allow 
it to happen 
again. 
Nothing was 
more moving to 
me when I visited Yad Vashem, 
the memorial to the Holocaust in 
Jersualem. Tears rolled down my 
eyes as I heard the names of those 
lost called out one by one — 6 mil- 
lion souls stolen away by hatred.

Our Amazing History: Austin Corbin 


BY DAN RATTINER 


i os 1878, the young owner of two 
prosperous resort hotels in Brook- 


lyn conceived a scheme to cripple New 


York City by building a port city 
at Montauk. 

The plan made perfect 
sense to this man, Austin 
Corbin. At the time, ships 
coming from abroad carry- 
ing cargo to New York would 
more often than not have to 
drop anchor at the Narrows until 
high tide ~ many hours wasted — be- 
cause that maritime entrance to the 
city was impassable at low tide. 

If Corbin could buy the Long Island 
Rail Road and extend the tracks out to 
Montauk, a port could be built there so 
ships approaching New York would not 
have to wait for high tide. Furthermore, 
instead of having ships from abroad 
moving slowly along the 1i20-mile 
length of Long Island toward Manhat- 
tan, they could arrive at Montauk and 
offload their cargo to trains taking the 
trip at 60 miles an hour. The total time 
saved would be nearly a day. Everyone

would choose the Montauk route. 

At this time, no trackage came out to 
Montauk. Buying a right of way, build- 
ing tracks, and creating a port with an 

array of wharves would be a major 
undertaking. 
m® In1880, Corbin bought the 
} existing LIRR and brought 
§ it out of bankruptcy, started 
buying rights of way to 
Montauk and made plans 
for deep-water piers at Mon- 
tauk’s Fort Pond Bay. Corbin 
also arranged for Congress to 
declare Montauk a duty-free port and 
proceeded with plans to build a rail- 
road tunnel from Brooklyn to Manhat- 
tan. 

Needless to say, the authorities in 
New York became very alarmed. To 
stop him they filed lawsuits, passed 
local laws, and forbade the building of 
the tunnel. The Army Corps of Engi- 
neers declared Fort Pond Bay to be too 
shallow. 

Montauk in 1890 was almost entirely 
uninhabited. It had been a summer 
pastureland for East Hampton farm- 
ers, whod drive their livestock out to 
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graze there every spring. 
Other than three houses 
where shepherds could 
stay and the lighthouse 
at the end, that was it. 

In the spring of 1896, 
Corbin learned that the 
last of the lawsuits were 
decided in his favor. He 
could proceed. 

But on the evening of 
June 4, 1896, at the mansion he had 
built for himself and his family in New 
Hampshire, Corbin went on a carriage 
ride through the nearby woods with 


’ some family friends staying with him. 


As a gentle rain began, the coachman, 
John Stokes, snapped up an umbrella 
as they moved along, which startled 
the horses, who bolted and at full gallop 
overturned the carriage into a ditch by 
a stone wall, throwing all the passen- 
gers out. The coachman died. Corbin, 
badly injured, was carried to the house 
where he too died. The others survived. 

But Corbin’s dream _ project 


proceeded. 
The trackage was laid, a long steel 
wharf built, the Montauk Station con-

the owners of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad to 
build a huge station in 
Manhattan. The freight 
unloaded onto railroad 
cars at Montauk, could 
proceed through the tunnel into Man- 
hattan directly to Penn Station where 
underground they could be uncoupled 
and re-attached to Pennsylvania Rail- 
road trains for further delivery to sites 
all up and down the East Coast of the 
United States. 

Penn Station opened for business 
in 1910, but no freight from Montauk 
came. The Port of New York had found 
a way to dredge the Narrows deeper. 
Ships could come in without delay. 

The tracks have remained practically 
idle to this day, and currently only two 
or three daily passenger trains serve 
Montauk during the off season, a lonely 
number where there might have been 
hundreds.

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he year 2020 was a 
frenetic year in the real 
estate market on Long 
Island, and 2021 proved 
to be another perfect 
storm — a shortage of 
inventory with homes 
selling in a fast and furious pace. 

“Homes were being sold at record numbers 
and in record time. A house would hit the 
market on a Friday and within 24 hours bids 
would start coming in. By Sunday night it 
would shift to ‘best and final’ offers. That is 
what is happening typically across the island. 
All because of lack of inventory and more 
buyers in the market," says Traci Conway 
Clinton of Compass, who specializes in high- 
end luxury real estate in both Nassau County 
and the Hamptons, where many of her clients 
have second homes. 

“| puta home on the market recently on the 
North Shore and it went $502,000 over the 
asking price,” she says in an interview abouta 
recent $3,548,000 listing of hers. “That wasn’t 
because it was underpriced, it was all about 
the demand in a sought-after location that 
resulted in an intense bidding war. It’s really 
crazy what has been going on." 

Clinton, who has risen to the top in her 
field during her 17-year career in real estate, 
doing over $600 million in sales, feels the 
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story by Taylor R. Vecsey 


current market is different from the market 
during the height of the COVID pandemic. 
In the spring and summer of 2020, people 
were looking to escape the confines of the 
city to a more spacious home with property. 
"With work and schooling being conducted 
remotely, buyers could go anywhere, making 
the Hamptons and the North Shore markets 
explode," she says. "Buyers were making 
purchases at times sight-unseen or through 
videos, photography, virtual open houses and 
mere floorplans. While the pace and urgency 
of the 2020 market has subsided, the low 
levels of inventory persist, presenting new 
challenges that continue to fuel this vibrant 
market." 

During the pandemic, there was still left- 
over inventory from pre-pandemic lulls. “But 
now you're dealing with a different situation. If 
you are looking to downsize, upgrade or make 
a move out of state, one piece of the puzzle 
might fit perfectly while the other proves to 
be quite challenging; given the scarcity of 
supply, some sellers are reluctant to commit 
until they are confident they can execute 
their next move. And like most things, timing 
is everything. There are many buyers across 
both markets that are becoming extremely 
frustrated as well because at certain price 
points, they are continuously being outbid.” 

In markets like these, that’s when it’s more 


important than ever to have an experienced, 
tenacious and untiring agent in your corner. 

During a recent conversation, Clinton, who 
had an early morning meeting in Quogue with 
a client and then headed back to the North 
Shore for a marketing meeting, says she 
attributes part of her success to her strong 
work ethic. 

“IT am relentless in working for my clients. 
Whether it is selling their property and 
getting them the most money for it in the 
least amount of time on the market or finding 
them their next home, it’s about placing their 
properties above the competition when it hits 
the market. I like to think about it as offering 
a curated, seamless experience, regardless of 
the price point,” she explains.

of Quogue, with all the charm and character 
it has preserved throughout the years. I have 
so many amazing memories there from 
attending summer camp as a child at Junior 
Sports in Westhampton, getting engaged 
35 years ago at the Inn at Quogue (now the 
Quogue Club at Hallock House) or bonfires 
on the beach with my kids.” 

Clinton is the founder of the Traci Conway 
Clinton Team, which provides her with the 
bandwidth to canvas the region and a support 
structure that covers all the details including 
a concierge-type experience. “Photography, 
flowers, staging, catering, you-name-it — we 
have the resources to deliver the complete 
package from prepping, marketing, property 
events, execution, closing and beyond.” 

Finding clients the right spot and the right 
deal for them — wherever that may be along 
the island — is what Clinton does best, even 
in the most challenging of markets. Whether 
i's educating them on the current market 
or introducing them to new neighborhoods 
or towns they never considered before, it’s 
important.

“My dad was a banker, so growing up as a 
young teen, I would spend Sunday mornings 
going through The New York Times Real Estate 
section with my father perusing column after 
column of homes, discussing the different 
homes that we recognized that came to the

market in our area.” 

Her passion has only grown. “I love that 
every deal is so unique, as are the people 
that you meet — the buyers and sellers you 
get to work with — I would never have had 
the opportunity to cross paths with them 
otherwise,” she says. 

Before her real estate career, Clinton was 
an interior designer with her own firm. Her 
design expertise has been invaluable to her in 
real estate, as she can advise sellers on how 
best to stage their homes and help buyers 
envision the potential a home has. 

Clinton believes in giving back to her 
community and has served as a member of 
the Architectural Review Board in Plandome 
Manor for the past 17 years — so she is also 
quite familiar with the various issues that can 
arise when purchasing a home in areas, like 
the Hamptons, that care a great deal about 
history and character. 

One piece of advice she gives buyers in 
a Sellers’ market is: “I always say, ‘If I call 
you up and say you didn't get the house, are 
you going to be upset?’ I don't want to push 
somebody to do something financially that 
they're not comfortable with, but I also don’t 
want them to regret it and say, ‘I wish I had 
given you X dollars more on my offer.” She 
adds, “In the end, you need to put your best 
foot forward.” Sometimes that means getting 
creative. No matter the price of the home, 
there are always buyers that can make their 
offer more appealing to the seller. “Perhaps 
a Seller doesn't know where they're going yet 
and they need more time in the house versus 
someone saying, ‘I can close in three weeks,” 
she says. “Maybe they are waiving a mortgage 
contingency like a cash buyer. Maybe they're 
putting more down at the contract signing — 
things like that.” 

Buying and selling is also an emotional 
process. “Sometimes I feel like a therapist and 
you're just trying to keep everybody calm,” 
she jokes. In all seriousness though, she says 
she is there to keep all sides calm even in the 
tensest of negotiations. 

As in the North and South Forks, where the 
market is causing new areas to be discovered, 
Nassau County is seeing more activity in 
Sands Point, areas of Port Washington and 
East Hills to name a few. “Garden City is hot as 
well right now,” she says. “We’re all suffering a 
little bit from the inventory issue from Nassau 
to Montauk. I put something on in Garden City 
that was the same thing — it was a condo, and it 
just went over the asking price in a weekend.” 

She adds, “I think people are scratching 
their heads, wondering when is this going to 
end? In all likelihood the market will back off 
but the timing is anyone’s guess.”

The eye is drawn up to where the slats 
meet and a bronzed leather strap attaches 
the chair to the ceiling joist. It looks more 
like a piece of art than a place to plunk 
yourself down, and yet it is a functional 
chair, even if most are drawn to it as a 
timeless, decorative piece. 

Michael Javidi calls his design "Le Nid," 
which means “the nest” in French. It does 
have the feel of a nook. The predecessor 
to the bronze teardrop-shaped chair, one 
made of hickory, hangs nearby and has an 
especially ethereal quality. 

The original Le Nid may look delicate, but 
the strength of the wood, its composition 
and the copper custom rivets that tie it all 
together, allow the chair to hold 300 pounds. 

“IUs super, super, super strong, but also

super light,” Javidi says. “There’s a point, if 
you sit in it, pull your legs up and get it to 
stay still, it'll register your heartbeat and 
your breathing because it's so light.” 

The idea for Le Nid came over time. 
Javidi has always worked with his hands, 
first as a chef before enrolling in a two- 
year furniture-making program at the 
prestigious North Bennet Street School in 
Boston, America’s oldest artisanal trade 
college. 

A Smithtown native, he left Long Island 
when he was 18, but when he discovered 
the “magical” North Fork after his parents 
moved to Aquebogue, he was lured back to 
the island. He and his then-wife decided 
to move to Greenport to raise their family 
and he took a job with Wooden Boatworks. 
During his time with the company, he 
restored old boats and helped build two 50- 
foot wooden sailboats. The time came when 
Javidi felt the tug of creativity and felt he 
should branch out on his own. 

Without an idea of exactly what he would 
create, he rented an old barn in Peconic in 
2019 as a studio. “And I just started.” 

“People asked me what I was going to 


do. And | said, ‘I'm not quite sure,” Javidi 
remembers. “I knew I didn't want to make 
plywood boxes, but I just started designing 
stuff. And I found that I had a knack for 
designing stuff.” 

All he knew was that he wanted to do 
something unique. “I canmakea Queen Anne 
highboy, which is like a very complicated 
English piece of furniture, but that's been 
made for hundreds of years,” he says. 

“Going into something with no clear 
direction, there’s some excitement with 
that,” Javidi says. “It was a little nerve- 
racking as well, but then it just started 
clicking.” 

One idea morphed into another and then 
another. 

“These chairs were actually based on a 
basket. You know, one of the first things I 
made was that basket over there,” he says, 
pointing to an artistic wooden container 
with open slats hanging from a rafter. 
Slowly, the design grew into what he called a 
swing, after a friend suggested it looked like 
one. “It’s not a very marketable product,” he 
says of the swing, so he transformed it into 
a chair. 

The first one he made wasn’t quite big 
enough for him — Javidi stands 6 foot 6 
inches tall. He figured out a way to make it 
long enough to accommodate his stature. 
He chose hickory wood for its strength and 
flexibility. 

“Traditionally, it has been used for steam 
bending and for strength, but it doesn't like 
being outside — and everybody wants to put 
these outside.” he says of the original chair. 
“So I came up with the bronze one.” 

Working on boats exposed him to many 
different building materials and building 
techniques. “You’re kind of doing the 
impossible — you're building a wooden boat 
that goes in the water. We were working on 
100-year-old boats, rebuilding them and 
fixing them, and so there's a lot of bronze 
involved,” he says. “It takes a long time for 
it to disintegrate in water, where steel will 
yast rust. 

The bronze chair is quite comfortable as 
it slants backwards. Javidi has designed a 
cushion with the help of his ex-wife, who is 
a seamstress. 

His design process is very much material- 
driven. “Ill take a material and I'll just keep 
working it and seeing different steps of it,” 
he says. “I get a lot of ideas — 'aha' moments 
— from the mistakes. When something goes 
wrong, when the plan goes wrong, then it’s 
like, ‘Wow, well that’s nice. That’s easier. 
That’s more beautiful. That’s stronger. That 
makes a lot of sense.” 


He likes working with metal and welding. 
“I want to get something to start melting 
bronze in here and doing casting and stuff. 
I've been a craftsperson for so long that all 
my cumulative knowledge and experiences, 
it's opened doors where I can just pick up a 
new material and work with it.” 

Javidi’s first idea for the seat was leather, 
so he tried his hand at leatherwork. He also 
recently started weaving. “Someone asked 
me, ‘How do you know how to weave?’ I was 
like, ‘I don’t really know how to weave,” he 
says, adding that he reads books and looks 
on YouTube for instructional videos. 

“What keeps it interesting is learning 
new things. I'm not really interested in just 
doing wood or just doing metal or just doing 
leather. Just building these skills makes it 
fun,” he says. 

“I've been working with my hands for 20 
years, from cooking to furniture to boats, 
back to furniture, that it's just being able 
to do precise movements. It's just my hands 
and my mind. I've just been doing it so many 
times. It doesn't matter if I'm working with 
metal or wood or leather or whatever — 
they're kind of the same precision motions.” 

Seams. before..the . first. chair . he 
completed, Javidi says it was a bit of luck that 
he ever made another one. When he first 
started in his studio, he was using hickory 
lumber that had already been steamed. “I 
was getting like 80% breakage,” he says. “I'm 
lucky this first batch didn't break ‘cause I 
would quit right there.” 

The commercial steaming process 
affected the lignin, which is especially 
important to the formation of wood. When 
he was trying to bend the wood, it would 
just snap. He wound up having to purchase 
wood that had never been kiln-dried and

his breakage percentage dropped to zero. 

Javidi says he continues to perfect the 
process of making these chairs, even though 
they are already gaining attention and have 
even been purchased internationally. He 
now sands all the wood before he puts it 
together so he only has to sand it one more 
time after it’s assembled. He is not much 
for sketching his design and specs, but by 
the 10th chair he figured he ought to finally 
scribble down measurements so he doesn’t 
have to keep taking them. They are etched 
on a cabinet door in Javidi’s new space. 

His shop has several hanging chairs in 
different colors, some with the natural 
hickory color, another in a darker brown 
with a dark leather seat. He just blackened 
one with India ink too and it’s striking. 
Javidi has also switched up the material 
altogether. 

While he started in the barn in Peconic, he 
moved toalarger space, the old barrel factory 
along the railroad tracks in Greenport, last 
year. A wood-burning fireplace warms the 
workshop, the high ceilings are perfect for 
hanging the chairs and there is lots of space 
to spread out — and for his dog Moses to 
mosey around. 

“When I do get stuck on something, I can 
just move to something else,” Javidi says. 
In his other space, he would have to break 
down a set up to move on to something else. 
“I have an idea, I throw it together really 
quick. I step away from it and then I go back 
to it. This space supports that,” he says. 

He has supplemented his income with 
custom work as he honed his design. 
“Now I’m headed towards just my own 
work,” Javidi says. He set up a booth at the 
International Contemporary Furniture Fair 
at the Jacob K. Javits Convention Center just 
this past week to showcase Le Nid. 

A few custom pieces were still in his shop,

such as a wooden table with a bronze base 
that resembles a bundle of wheat. “That was 
kind of the idea. I think it came out right,” 
he says. 

Several small, minimalist tables with 
varying bases also adorn the studio. He 
started making them at the beginning of 
the year. He went to a Bridgehampton store 
that shows his chairs and asked, “What do 
you sell a lot of that has a good margin?” 
Tiny tables were the answer. “I’ve sold 26 of 
these already in three months.” 

There’s a prototype of a rocking chair 
Javidi is working on using abstract steel 
shapes at the base and a basketweave seat. 
He is also developing a stand for Le Nid. 

“I'm finding the negative space is more 
important than the positive space. The 
simplicity is where the beauty comes 
from, because you can add lots of frills to 
something and make it look, you know, too 
much. It's still beautiful. But the true design 
] think is the negative space.”

ucked away _ behind 
hedges and mature trees 
lies a rare opportunity 
in Southampton to own 
the largest property 
in the fabled’ Art 
Village. The 2.88-acre 
compound, spanning one full block at 8 
Studio Lane and steeped in history, uniquely 
offers three separate gated entrances, 
with a main house and three historic 19th 
century coltages. 

The Art Village, an area of Shinnecock 
Hills, is a group of cottages first built in 
the 1890s as cottages and a studio for the 
Shinnecock Hills Summer School, led by 
William Merritt Chase, the noted portrait, 
figure and _ still-life painter. Opened in 
1891, it was the first major art school in the 
United States. 

Jeanette Ralston Chase Hoyt, a real estate 
investor, philanthropist and artist, funded 
the school and its construction, including 
a Mckim, Mead & White house built

Chase and his family, as well as dozens of 
surrounding cottages for the students. In 
the late 2000s, the late handbag designer 
Kate Spade and her husband Andy Spade 
bought a neighboring property, restoring it 
and later selling it. 

The property at 8 Studio Lane, listed for 
$9.995 million, consisting of six separate 
structures, including the main house, 
three cottages, a ballroom and a two-car 
garage, was also restored by its current 
owners, blending old-world attributes with 
contemporary living needs. 

Hedgerow Exclusive Properties and Steve 
Gold from the Corcoran Group have the co- 
exclusive. 

Artfully restored, the main house closely 
resembles the home that William Merritt 
Chase inhabited with its gambrel roof, 
gabled dormers, inset porches and_ bay 
windows, clad in cedar and cypress shingles, 
according to the listing from Hedgerow. 

The three-story residence offers eight 
bedrooms and six bathrooms. From the 


moment you step into the sun-filled foyer, 
you know you are in a significant estate 
with historic character, but it also features 
modern upgrades. There are front and back 
staircases for starters, then two sunrooms 
and a chef’s kitchen — all with such coveted 
details as original glass windows, 19th- 
century fir floors and brick fireplaces. There 
is also a fully windowed and finished lower 
level. 

A 9o0o-foot brick terrace, perfect for 
summer dining and entertaining, sits under 
a grove of mature birch trees. 

The home was meticulously built for 
longevity, says Hedgerow, pointing to the 
stone foundation. 

The grounds encompass three historic 
gardens with original brick stairs, stone 
walls, a parterre garden, mature garden 
allées, evergreens, established crepe myrtles 
and beech and maple trees. The gardens are 
also full of hydrangeas, wisteria, lilacs and 
roses, preserved by complete perimeter 
fencing. 

As for the three cottages, they are 
identified as the Laffalot Cottage, Tuck 
Cottage and Garden Cottage. 

Laffalot is a two-story cottage built in 
1891 by Katherine Budd, one of America’s 
first female architects. “Having undergone 
a major restoration from 2017 to 2020, this 
cottage will take your breath away with 
its original features of exposed beams, 
brick fireplace, fir floors, cypress shingles 
and sun-filled rooms,” the listing says. 
The cottage offers two bedrooms and two 
bathrooms. 

The Tuck Cottage, a one-bedroom, one-

bathroom cottage, is quite literally tucked 
behind privet hedges. With its own gated 
driveway, it is separated from the other 
buildings, giving it a very private feel. It was 
also recently restored and is said to be ideal 
for a tenant or a guest who requires privacy. 

Lastly, the Garden Cottage, as its name 
suggests, sits near the gardens next to the 
main house. It is quaint in stature, but 
offers a kitchen, bed and bathroom. It could 
be used as an art studio or pool house. 

Then there is the stand-alone ballroom — 
that’s right, the property has its very own 
ballroom. It was originally builtin 1901 by the 
pioneering architect Grosvenor Atterbury, 
who spent summers on his family’s 80- 
acre estate in nearby Shinnecock Hills and 
designed many homes for wealthy families 
on Long Island. 

[e pallroom has retained many 
original features such as a brick fireplace, 
exceptionally large windows and ultra-high 
ceilings. The space could be reimagined for 
various uses, such as a spa with an indoor 
pool, a workshop, a dance or yoga studio, an 
art studio or even a game room. 

“While undoubtedly a unique property 
in its artistic flair and commemorated 
heritage, this compound opportunity 
presents multiple scenarios for a purchaser,” 
the listing says. 

The existing building envelope provides 
for both a pool and tennis court for someone 
looking to create a compound. There is also 
opportunity for a subdivision. 

“It is rare to find an inviting, well- 
maintained residence and_ enchanting, 
expansive grounds of historical relevance 
whilst offering even broader opportunities 
for this Southampton estate.”

eith Green was busier 
than most during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

As one half of the 
Ciardullo Green 
team at  Sotheby’s 
International Realty, he 
was kept occupied as people fled New York 
City for space and privacy on the East End. But 
Green was also busy building something very 
special: a dollhouse for his granddaughter. 

And not just any dollhouse. There was no 
kit. No instructions. It didn’t come out of the 
window of a high-end shop. This is custom- 
made, one-of-a-kind just for the now 3-year- 
old Barrett Green. 

“COVID arrived as a big dark cloud over 
all of our lives,” Green remembers. “The 
opportunity to build a dollhouse for our 
granddaughter was my silver lining. | could 
never have carved out the time otherwise.” 

From his woodshop in his basement at 
the East Hampton home he shares with Ann 
Ciardullo, he reimagined it as a space to 
develop a miniature 1:12 replica of ahome that 
was special to him and his family. “I spent 20 


years of my life loving and restoring one of 


the most iconic homes in Connecticut,” he 
says of his family’s former colonial revival in 
Old Lyme. 

“While I sold it 10 years ago, | carried 
the memories,” he says. “I carry all the 
architectural details in my mind and my 
heart.” 

Now so do the 12 rooms of the dollhouse. 

He incorporated facets of his old house, 
such as the secret room under the grand 
stairs, the crown-like dormer that centers

over the bowed front porch and the iconic 
columns that hold up the copper roof, 
with rooms in their East Hampton house 
recognizable to Barrett. There’s “Ann’s 
laundry room,” her grandfather’s shop and 
the children’s playroom. An outdoor arbor 
next to the dollhouse even has a zinc-top 
table like the one at the East Hampton house. 

“For once in my life, time was on my side,” 
Green says of the abundance of time due to 
the COVID shutdown. “I could slowly scour 
the internet to find things that would thrill.” 

The dollhouse comprises items from at 
least 11 different countries. The cedar shingles 
and cedar clapboard — yes, they are actually 
cedar — came from Canada. Burgundy leather 
armchairs were custom-made in Italy. 

A hand-painted mantle was shipped 
from France with “the most beautiful note 
from the artisan” who knew the story of 
the grandfather making the dollhouse for 
his granddaughter. “Every single word was 
spelled wrong, but it said that it gave her joy 
to work on this trompe-l'ceil marble mantle,” 
Green Says. 

He had not only the patience to find each 
item, but also the patience to wait for them. 

His favorite of all his purchases was 
material for which he waited six months to 
arrive from Germany: hand-made, true- 
to-scale, white subway tile for the kitchen, 
custom-made because they were so fragile 
they couldn’t be cut. 

While he sourced material and furniture 
from around the world, fate would have it 
that his favorite source was, literally, in his 
own backyard. 

“During our first summer of COVID when 


we were locked down, we were hit by lightning 
in our yard. It came through the ground and 
destroyed our electric gear. It destroyed our 
pump for our well and blew a hole in our 
house by an outdoor shower,” Green recalls. 
“It looked like Road Runner had run through 
the wall. The tree hit — it was devoid of any 
moisture, it had been baked by the lighting 
hit and was pure white and dry and light as 
a feather.” 

Somewhat of a serial inventor who owns 
several patents, he milled a log in his shop 
and resolved to use it for all the intricate 
kitchen appliances he had planned. 

The oven alone, with 137 pieces, took at least 
three weeks to complete, well over a month 
with painting. He rummaged through the 
drawers at Emporium True Value Hardware 
in Sag Harbor, where he found little parts 
to use. Along with the refrigerator and 
dishwasher, they all have doors that open 
and close and interior lights that work. 

“They are real other than they can’t cook,” 
he says with a laugh. “It was so much fun to 
figure it out.” 

They are branded. Instead of Viking, they 
are, fittingly, Lightning. 

The kitchen is amazingly realistic and 
high-end. “I’ve held up that picture to people 
and they’ve asked me where the house is?” 
he says. 

Being an associate broker, Green has seen 
some pretty fantastic homes. The kitchen is 
“an amalgamation of my absolute favorite 
kitchens in the Hamptons,” he says. “That's 
a Hamptons kitchen — the white subway tile, 
the Shaker cabinets, the free-floating wooden 
shelves displaying your favorite dishes, the 
white marble countertops and the stainless 
steel appliances. This is me taking all of my 
favorite Hamptons kitchens and saying, in 
a dollhouse, ‘You can dream it and you can 
think it and you can build it.” 

There is a lot of “junk that is made for junky 
dollhouses,” on the internet, Green says. 
“This is something else. It ended up being 
somewhere between dollhouse and _ art. 
Something to play with and a sculpture.” 

What he loves most of all is that he “sourced 
all these different countries but like life is a 
collection of stories, so is this dollhouse.” 

The home begins with a grand foyer that 
has a miniature reproduction of a mid- 
century modernist painting Green inherited 
from his parents. 

There are three bedrooms, one for Barrett, 
one for her brother Noah, and one for her 
parents. Green decided not to furnish two 
rooms — Barrett’s room and her parents’ 
room. “They will have the mother-daughter 
joy of going to the Tiny Doll House shop

in New York and furnishing those rooms 
themselves,” he says. 

But, there’s “a little bit of magic” built-in 
to Barrett’s room already; a ladder that goes 
up to a secret playroom that is hidden behind 
the roof. 

By the way, there are no bathrooms — “all 
of that is in your imagination,” Green jokes. 

Fifteen years ago, he built a kit dollhouse for 
his now 18-year-old granddaughter, Zoey. He 
was living alone in SoHo then and he didn’t 
have any power tools. “I could only glue the 
kit together,” he says with a sigh. He learned 
from the experience — that one was too deep, 
so he “flattened” the one for Barrett, so that 
every room is visible from the front and every 
room is reachable to the back of the 5-foot 
wide by 3-foot tall dollhouse. 

In fact, he used design features he noticed 
from the exterior of his “single favorite home 
in all of the Hamptons” on West End Avenue 
in East Hampton. “It’s the first majestic house 


you can see on the ocean — an incredibly flat 
house,” he says. “It’s wide and flat like this 
house.” 

So far, he has spent more than 1,800 hours 
on the dollhouse. He estimates there’s 
another 500 hours of work to be done. 

The dollhouse has all kinds of scaled LED 
lighting that is electrified, from under- 
counter lights to hanging lights. 

There are three pendant lights hanging 
down that if Barrett reaches in to open the 
fridge, she will destroy at this age. A crystal 
chandelier, imported from China, in the 
dining room is also delicate. He designed 
them to be extractable, so during the colder 
months he will build temporary replacement 
flush fixtures that will still light up. 

In the year that Green has been working 
on the project, Barrett has grown, too. There 
was a time when all she could do was point 
at the windows. “Now she will stand there 
looking at it for literally hours on end,” he 
says. She will jump into his arms and peer 
into the rooms, describing each. “She’s not 
old enough to play with it, but she is old 
enough to know it’s hers,” he says, adding, 
she calls it, “My dollhouse.” 

The dollhouse will eventually be sent to 
Barrett’s family apartment in New York City, 
where it will live on a wheelbase suited for 
a child’s play level. The base will also hold 
seasonal accessories to dress the house up 
for the holidays and other memorabilia. 

Other features include a scale reproduction 
of a television, made by embedding an iPhone 
in the wall of the dollhouse (her parents can 
control what’s on the “TV”). In his workshop 
in the dollhouse, there is even a work bench 
with a 1:144th scale dollhouse being built. 

As Barrett grows and the dollhouse is passed 
along to her children and even their children, 
there will always be a sign of “grandpa” toiling 
away on the special dollhouse. 

The experience has left him with an even 
greater appreciation for craftspeople than he 
had before and “understanding how you can 
focus your time and attention and your heart 
on something you are building and get lost in 
it,” he says. 

“Maybe I found myself in that dollhouse 
because it brought back so many memories 
of the house that I lived in for two decades,” 
he goes on. “I got to relive so many memories 
from that home that I wasn’t just building the 
details into the dollhouse but I was building 
the memories into it. If my granddaughter 
has that kind of experience with this it isn’t 
that she will pass on the dollhouse to her 
child, but the memories. And in the end, isn’t 
that what homes are all about? That we pass 
along memories?”

2015 McCall Cabernet 
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Franc 


BY LINDA DELMONICO PRUSSEN 


A the temperatures continue to fall, and sweat- 
r weather turns to jacket weather, Long Island 
red wines become something to truly look forward 
to. One such red is the 2015 McCall Cabernet Franc 
from North Ridge Vineyard. On the nose, this wine 
has a little earth and cherry. On the palate, there is 
ripe cherry, anise and floral. This medium-bodied 
wine is elegantly crafted and reminiscent of caber- 
net Franc from the Bordeaux region. 

Vineyard owner, Russ McCall, shares his 
thoughts on what makes the cabernet Franc 
from his North Ridge Vineyard special. “These 
are some of the oldest vines on Long Island,” he 
says. “The 38-year-old vines have extremely deep 
roots.” He goes on to explain why older vines are 
special. As vines age, they produce lower yields 
of fruit, but the fruit produced is more concen- 
trated. The vineyard, he explains, is dry-farmed. 
That means they do not irrigate the vineyard. 
During times of drought that causes the vines to

have grow deep and struggle to find water. That 
struggle rewards the vines with water rich in min- 
erality. Deep roots on their own are a plus, too, 
because the struggle creates higher quality fruit. 
Another factor, McCall says, that helps to make 
his vineyard’s cabernet Franc unique is how high 
the North Ridge Vineyard is located. He says this 
elevation causes the fruit to be exposed to large 
amounts of wind drying the fruit on the vine. This 
drying also causes the juice of the grape to be- 
come more concentrated. Some may be familiar 
with a more extreme form of drying grapes off the 
vine that produces the fine Italian wine known as 
Amarone. To confirm just how special this vine- 
yard is, McCall says his 2014 Reserve Cabernet 
Franc from North Ridge Vineyard was just given a 
Robert Parker Wine Advocate rating of 92 points. 
The 2015 was not yet reviewed. 

The very sophisticated 2015 McCall Cabernet 
Franc from North Ridge Vineyard retails for $26.

How- 
ever, once inside, we all still need to confront our in- 
ner selves, our demons and our relationships — the 
good, the bad and the ugly. If we do not deal with our 
depression, anxiety and other psychiatric problems 
— including drug and alcohol issues, gambling and 
pornography addictions, as well as our dysfunctional 
and frequently abusive relationships and sexual 
challenges — our money and extravagant lifestyle 
will only help ease the pain temporarily. 

What are the consequences of not stepping up to 
the plate to deal with one’s demons? In my experi- 
ence, the majority of people, both men and women 
entering therapy, have had a variety of physical prob- 
lems which have included insomnia, high blood pres- 
sure, migraines, gastrointestinal problems, high cho- 
lesterol, back problems, ulcers and a variety of other 
physical aches and pains. When these brave men and 
women gave themselves permission to finally step up 
to the plate and deal with their psychic pain, the ma- 
jority began to feel much better — not only emotion- 
ally, but physically as well. Keeping a stiff upper lip of 
repression is a sure recipe for disaster. If we continu- 
ally “stuff” our emotions, these unexpressed feelings 
of pain, anger, disappointment, depression, rejec- 
tion, humiliation, disrespect and abandonment will 
surely find a place to lodge somewhere in our body.

So what is emotional and mental health? Emotion- 
al and mental health occurs when we successfully 
face our pain head on so that it can finally be put to 
rest.

The Jewish philosopher Martin Buber has a label for the pro- 
found face-to-face encounters that we have with each other. 
He calls these I-Thou moments. Buber teaches that these en- 
counters occur when two or more people enter into relation- 
ship with each other, caring for one another, loving each other 
and transforming each other. This experience holds a mystical 
quality, some kind of ineffable chemistry that materializes when 
we connect in this transformative way. We can discover God in these 
encounters. Moreover, that inexplicable force that fuels this spiritual connec- 

tion, that IS God! 

Up until the pandemic, I believed that these kinds of encounters could only happen in 
person. Over the last year and a half, I’ve been proven wrong. As synagogues and faith 
communities all over the world took their communities virtual, we began to experience 
powerful moments of connection through screens. Virtual spirituality isn’t oxymoronic; 
rather it’s a new reality that we’ve come to embrace. Over the pandemic, I’ve officiated 
at funerals and weddings where the majority of the guests joined on Zoom; I’ve led vir- 
tual Passover Seders for two straight years; and I’ve engaged my congregation primarily 
through various streaming platforms. These interactions weren’t just meaningful, they 
were spiritual, too. 

Yes, I miss having a big in-person crowd in our sanctuary. Our in-person attendance is 
limited, both because we have limited capacity and because people are scared to gather 
indoors. Some members of our community have advocated for getting rid of all virtual 
and streaming services once the pandemic is over. They see virtual engagement as a 
second-class form of engagement. But I believe virtual spirituality is one of our COVID 
keepers, that is one of the positive effects of living within the COVID crucible. Our sanc- 
tuary is now equipped with multiple cameras and a sophisticated audio system that are 
able to deliver Judaism and community meaningfully far beyond our walls. 

When Buber wrote: “When two people relate to each other authentically and humanly, 
God is the electricity that surges between them,” he didn’t mean a literal electrical cur- 
rent. But perhaps he was more right than he knew. God exists in our face-to-face in- 
person encounters, but also in the virtual current that connects us through FaceTime, 
Zoom, Vimeo, Facebook Live, or whatever streaming platform you are using to connect 
deeply to other people. 


Virtual Spirituality

Virtual spiritual practice, broadcast wor- 

ship and questions of “What constitutes a 

gathering?” are not entirely new, but over 

the recent months, these practices have 

become more ubiquitous, and the ques- 

tions around them have become more ur- 

gent. Jesus told his disciples, “For where two 

or three are gathered in My Name, I am there in 

the midst of them. “'(Matt. 18:20). The Psalmist ex- 

horts, “How good and pleasant it is for brothers to dwell together 

in harmony — for there the Lord bestows his blessing, even Life 

forevermore.” (Psalm 133) People of faith know that there is a mys- 
terious blessing in coming together. 

During the pandemic, livestream worship services, Zoom Bible 
study, and virtual gatherings have been a Godsend, sparing people 
from total isolation and keeping congregations connected. With 
uncertainty around COVID variants and with colder months al- 
ready upon us, it’s quite possible that virtual spirituality may end 
up being a lifeline for many again. 

As a pastor, I am grateful for the many technological tools that 
we can use, both during the pandemic and after to support people 
as they strive to connect with God and with one another. But, I 
feel that we must also be cautious. More and more, social media 
and electronic communication create an illusion of personal con- 
nection while they drive us into deeper isolation. We need to use 
technology judiciously, being sure that it is serving actual connec- 
tions between people — not simply creating an illusion of connec- 
tivity as we lose touch with one another and our truest selves. I see 
livestream church services as an essential offering during periods 
of time when we can’t get to our place of worship (either because 
of the pandemic or due to personal circumstances). We need to be 
sure that plugging in fosters human contact, because it can never 
replace it.

Leaving EI Salvador as a child

very day I risked my life 
in order to go to school,” 
Ariel remembers. “My 
school was in a very unfortu- 
nate location. It was right in the 
middle of two gang zones.” 
Growing up in El Salvador, 
Ariel wasn’t wealthy enough to 
avoid the gang violence by go- 


ing to private school, like some 


other families. 

“Gang members would try 
to recruit the children in the 
school. That normally starts 
when the boys turn twelve. Both 
MS-13 and 18th Street would 
try to trick us into working for 
them, and both gangs wanted 
control over the school.” 

Eventually Ariel got robbed 
into working as a “lookout” for 
the 18th Street gang, alerting 
them whenever any MS-13mem- 
bers were in the area — and he 
was struggling to get out. 

His mother, now worried 
about the path her son was 
walking, started calling mem- 
bers of the family, seeking a 
way to send her son somewhere 
safer. a 

“My sister had already 
moved to the U.S., and had been 
sending a little money to us for 
the last seven years to help us 
along,” Ariel remembers. 

Eventually, they scraped 
together $7,500 for Ariel and 
$8,000 for his mother (Ariel was 
cheaper because of his young 
age), and they paid a Coyote to 
take them across the border. 

“The coyote got together 
a group of twenty-five people 
from El Salvador including my 
mother and me. We then trav- 
eled into Guatemala, which is 
the neighboring country to our 
north.” 

The journey north became 
increasingly difficult with 
each country they traversed. 


The group would stay in unlit | 


houses at night to avoid attract- 


ing attention from the police, 
and take other measures dur- 
ingtheday. — 

“I felt responsible for my 
mother. She is petite and not 
used to all that exertion. She 
started to struggle, so I car- 
ried all our bags and helped her 
along. I felt protective of her,’ 
Ariel remembers. 

Logistically, traveling be- 
came a “nightmare” for the 
group, leaving them tempo- 
rarily stranded in Guatemala 
while trying to cross into Mex- 
ico. 

“We ran out of food and only 
had water. The coyotes had 
disappeared to try to organize 
things. We were uncomfort- 
able, hungry and getting wor- 
ried that we might have been 
abandoned.” 

After three days of anxious 
waiting, the group finally em- 
barked on their treacherous 
crossing into Mexico — run- 
ning through farmland and 
across rivers to an awaiting bus 
arranged by the coyotes. 

“Tf we get stopped by a police 
or immigration control, you 
must pretend you are sleeping,” 
the coyotes told Ariel. “If they 
wake you and ask you ques- 


tions, do not say you are from- 


El] Salvador. Don’t say you are 
going to the U.S. Say you are 
Mexican and traveling to visit 
friends.” i 


“We finally got to Mexico 
City, and this time we were ac- 
commodated in a very pleasant 
house. We were told that there 
was a bathroom if we wanted to 
take a shower, there was a sink 
to wash our clothes, and plenty 
offood and water,” Ariel remem- 
bers. “That was the good part. 
The bad part was that the peo- 
ple running the house wanted 
to take any valuables away from 
us. We all knew to hide money, 
but they found mine hidden in 
my shoes. I also had two cell 
phones, which they found and 
took from me. I knew I would 
not get these things back.” 

At one point, the group got 
stopped by a police officer, who 
spoke to Ariel’s intimidated 
mother. Frozen scared, Ariel’s 
mother failed to answer the po- 
liceman’s questions — leading 
him to attempt to arrest her. 

“Can I pay you something 
instead?” Ariel asked. 

After pocketing Ariel’s $20, 
the cops left the duo alone. 

The real trouble came, 
though, when they crossed the 
Mexican-American border. 

Like many would-be immi- 
grants, Ariel and his mother 
encountered immigrantion en- 
forcement officers, who tempo- 
rarily detained them in a pri- 
vate prison used by ICE. 

“IT was very frightened in 
the prison. I was only fourteen, 


but I was asked if I had a knife, 
and they took away our shoe- 
laces and belts. My mother was 
sent one way to the women’s 
area, and I was taken to the 


area for men and boys,” Ariel” 


remembers. 

“The private prisons benefit 
from the anti-immigrant laws 
and make a huge profit out of 
locking up immigrants. There 
are about 200 such facilities in 
the U.S. They charge ICE (Im- 
migration and Customs En- 
forcement) around $200 per in- 
mate per day, which brings in 
a profit of around $5 billion per 
year for the private prisons.” 

“Many of the prison guards 
were originally from Mexico 
but are now American citi- 
zens,” Ariel says. “They spoke 
and cursed at us in English and 
Spanish. I think they had for- 
gotten their roots and now felt 
that they were better than us. 
I also think the system must 
have brainwashed them.” 

“TI remember that a fight 
broke out once. The guards 
separated the two culprits and 
made them strip down to their 
boxer shorts, and then they put 
them in a cell by themselves 
overnight with the AC on full. 
The guys were unbearably 
cold, and it was a punishment 
that the guards used to show 
what would happen if people 
fight.” 


Eventually they came be- 
fore a judge, and provided de- 
tails about their aunt, who 
lives in New York City. 

“My aunt is under the TPS 
(Temporary Protected Status), 
so she can currently live and 
work legally in the U.S.” Ariel 
says. “We gave my aunt’s con- 
tact details, and soon we were 
able to leave the prison to go to 
her house. My mother was so 
happy to see her sister. We were 
ecstatic to be out of the prison 
and have the opportunity to 
have a new life. It was difficult 
at first because my mother and 
I didn’t speak English.” 

Ariel took up work in a res- 
taurant, paying rent for him- 
self and his mother to live at 
his aunt’s house. 

“Tt is now four years later. 
My English is fluent, and I will 
graduate high school this year. 
My passion is history, and I 
want more than anything to 
become a history teacher. My 
ambition is to go to college and 
study for this, but because Iam 
not a citizen it is difficult to 
apply for financial assistance 
from the government. Instead, 
lam doing a course to study to 
be a mechanic. I hope to earn 
and save money so that, one 
day, I can go to college. I hope 
that I can continue to be al- 
lowed to live and work in this 
beautiful country.”

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Santa's ‘Tree Farm 
Bracing For Crowds

hristmas tree shoppers will see 

increased demand and supply 
shortages that will drive up prices this 
holiday season, but North Fork grow- 
ers such as Santa's Christmas Tree 
Farm in Cutchogue are prepared. 

Tree farms are bracing for up to 40% 
more people looking for live trees this 
season, according to Stacey Soloviev, 
co-owner of Santa’s Christmas Tree 
Farm, which is one of 10 farms on 
Long Island — most of which are on 
the East End — where the public can 
cut down their own Christmas trees. 

“A lot of this has to do with trees just 
not being planted as much seven, eight 
years ago, and with the pandemic, a lot 
of people wanting to have a real tree,” 
Soloviev says. “There is a shortage. I 
do have a lot of trees. But the price of 
trees has gone up. That’s going to be an 


issue.” 

Like many tree farms, Santa’s also 
sells pre-cut trees, which have ad- 
ditionally been in short supply due to 
high demand nationwide. Of 94 mil- 
lion U.S. households that displayed a 
Christmas tree in their home last year, 
15% were live, according to the Ameri- 
can Christmas Tree Association. 

“In 2021, were seeing a variety 
of trends influencing artificial and 
live Christmas tree supply across the 
country, and are encouraging consum- 
ers to find their tree early this year to 
avoid shortage impacts,” says ACTA 
Executive Director Jami Warner. 

Of course, for families making 
the trip to the farm, it’s about more 
than just coming home with a tree. 
It’s about the experience and making 
memories with the kids. For example, 
at Santa’s Christmas Tree Farm, there 
are bouncy houses, ice skating, hot

chocolate, popcorn and smores by 
the fire, plus special events, such as 
storytime and cookie decorating with 
Santa each Friday night. There is also 
sensitive Santa — three Wednesday 
nights starting December 1 during 
which children with special needs get 
to meet the big guy without the usual 
bustle of the weekend rush.

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Amagansett Attorney Sidney Silverman 
Leaves Legal Legacy Behind 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


An Amagansett resident since 1967 and renowned 
trial lawyer, Sidney B. Silverman died on November 
4 at Columbia Presbyterian Hospital in Manhattan. 

: According to his family, once he'd seen his children 

‘and grandchildren, Silverman, who was in declining 
health, decided his time was up and stopped accept- 
ing food or water, going out on his own terms. He 
was 88. : 

_ A Brooklyn native born in the borough on De- 
cember 4, 1932, Silverman graduated from Horace 
Mann and went on to graduate Colgate University 
and Columbia Law School with honors. He had an 
exemplary career as an attorney, including some 
important cases, including representing the baymen 
of East Hampton, as chronicled in his memoir A _ 
Happy Life: From Courtroom to Classroom. 

_ Silverman successfully represented the East 
Hampton Town Baymen’s Association in a class ac- 
tion lawsuit against General Electric Company. At 
the time, the local striped bass fishery, which made 
up much of the baymen’s fishing livelihood, had been 
closed due to PCB contamination. His client claimed 
this was due to General Electric recklessly mishan- 
dling chemicals used to insulate their transformers 


and capacitors, and discharging the PCBs into the 
Hudson near their plants. Contaminated stripers 
then migrated to Long Island waters. The case was 
extensively covered in The East Hampton Star, 
where Silverman’s wife Irene was an editor, and it 
ended with a proud headline: “Fishermen Win a $7 
Million Dollar Recovery.” 

He also grabbed headlines for his role in defend- 
ing the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge when in 
1987, British Petroleum (BP) attempted a takeover of 
Standard Oil of Indiana, which had drilled a single 
test well in ANWR. As part of the case, Silverman 
managed to depose BP’s chief petroleum engineer, 
but the results were made confidential and stashed 
away for more than three decades until Donald 
Trump’s administration began efforts to allow drill- 
ing in ANWR. To help defend the fragile region and 
its native wildlife, such as caribou, Silverman broke 
his confidentiality agreement and gave a copy of his 
deposition to a reporter for The New York Times. 
That reporter went on to publish a story proving 
drilling would not be lucrative at ANWR, which was 
a big setback for Trump’s efforts. 

Silverman taught classes for the Delaware Bar As- 
sociation and at Yale as an adjunct professor. After 
he retired from law, he earned a master’s degree in

| Gae8 Granger was named President 
nd CEO of Bideawee in 2017. She 
was the former Vice President of De- 
velopment and served most recently 
as the Chief External Relations Officer, 
overseeing marketing, development 
and the volunteer program for more 
than six years. 

In 2016, Granger took a brief hiatus 
from Bideawee to help reestablish the 
New York City Opera but returned a 
year later to assume the role of Presi- 
dent and CEO. 

“Music and animals have always 
been my passions. I studied to be a con- 
cert clarinet player and what I learned 
is the importance of having a real pas- 
sion for what you do in life,” Granger 
says. “When you have that passion, it 
fuels your mission, translates to your 
audience, and motivates and inspires 
you to achieve your goals.” 

Bideawee is a legendary organiza- 
tion. After a trip to Paris, Bideawee’s 
founder Flora Kibbe witnessed the 
unique work of the Barone di’Herpents 
Dog Refuge, and she transplanted the 
idea of a “no-kill” shelter to NYC. By 
the end of 1903, Bideawee was operat- 
ing out of a building on the east side of 
Manhattan. 

“Bideawee has been around for more 
than 118 years and our mission has al- 
ways remained the same,” Granger says. 

She believes the organization’s suc- 
cess is built on three pillars: prevent- 
ing problems that impact pets and 
the people who love them, working to 
solve existing systemic problems, and 
cultivating and enhancing the human- 
animal bond. 

“Having a pet is a big responsibility, 
and in addition to rescue and adoption, 
we provide education and services 
to pet owners for them to truly bond 
with their pets,” Granger says. “We are 
a trusted source of information and 
care.”

The need has never been greater. 
During the COVID-19 lockdown, 
millions of pets were adopted or pur- 
chased. It was life-saving for many 
who may have lived alone or found the 
lockdown difficult. 

“The human-animal bond was criti- 
cal during the lockdown,” Granger 
says. “A lot of people might have not 
gotten through it without their pets.” 

She continues, “The world of animal 
welfare can be harsh.” Her staff is often 
confronted with heartbreaking situ- 
ations, which can lead to compassion 
fatigue. ; 

“This is why having a deep passion 
for this work is so crucial. It’s my job 
to understand the pressures and chal- 
lenges Bideawee’s staff and volunteers 
face and to support them in any and 
every way I can,” Granger says. “They 
are the ones doing the heavy lifting 
day in and day out, and we couldn't do 
what we do without them.” 

According to Granger, it’s a testa- 
ment to the passion and courage of 
Bideawee’s staff that the organization 
was able to remain open during the 
darkest days of the pandemic. “Dur- 
ing COVID, operations never ceased. 
Adoptions were done virtually, our 
animal hospital in Westhampton con- 
tinued to see clients, and our other 
programs, including our Feral] Cat Ini- 
tiative, all thrived,” she reports. The 
organization has since returned to in- 
person visits and adoptions. 

This is an incredibly exciting time 
for Bideawee. In the summer of 2022, 
Bideawee will open its new Manhat- 
tan headquarters in Chelsea. The 
organization continues to provide a 
vast array of services at both its West- 
hampton and Wantagh locations. 

In addition to adoption, veterinary 
services, pet therapy, community ini- 
tiatives and a robust volunteer pro- 
gram, Bideawee offers pet loss sup- 
port groups and end-of-life services 
for pets. The organization operates

“The Bideawee Pet Memorial Parks 
in Westhampton and Wantagh are 
special places,” Granger says. “It is a 
place of peace for families, their pets 
and any visitor who comes to the park. 
We even have tours. It makes an im- 
pact on everyone.” 

With a vast array of services aimed 
at helping pets and the people who 
love them at every stage of their lives, 


it’s no wonder that Bideawee has been 
around for more than 100 years and is 
poised to be around for 100 more. 

“At Bideawee, we focus on happi- 
ness. We want our animals, and many 
times their humans, to get a second 
start,” Granger says. “It is intense and 
emotional work, but the rewards are 
incredible.”
